They said about 12.50P 
Chinese soldiers had been kill- 
ed or wounded in five of the 
si* Vietnamese provinces boir 
dering China, and 138 Chi- 
nese tank* and 26 other milF 
lary v dudes had ben destroy- 
ed. 

The pro-Vietnam “Ala-hat a"’ 
gave no Vietnamese casualty 
figures. 

The Vietnam news agency 
sard Friday the Chinese had 


been forced to dig in along 
much of the border and avail 
reinforcements after suffering 
heavy losses. Radio Hanoi 
says that 12,000 Chinese troops 
h^ve been knocked out In toe 
figuring so far. 

A major battle appeared >o 
be shaping up in Vietnam’s 
northeastern border area near 
the strategic town of - Lang 
Son, informed sources said in 
Bangkok. They said artillery

TEHRAN. Feb. 23 (AP) — 
Tens of thousands of Marxist 
People’s Fedayeen guerrillas

The foodstuffs were mainly 
rice, wheat, sugar, maize, bar-- 
ley. cooking oil, tea. milk and 
frozen food. 

According to the figures, 
motor vehicles imported ■ in 
1978 were 349,826 units or 
three per cent down on the 
362,375 units of 1977. 

The most dramatic increase 
■was in equipment, totalling

(2,048,192 tons) over 1977 im- 
ports.

The White House announ- 
ced Thursday that the president 
had also decided .to cancel 
plans for a $500,000 military 
training program for Afghanis- 
tan. 

White House Press Secretary 
Jody Powell said the decision 
was prompted by Kabul's han- 
dling of the murder of ambas- 
sador Adolph Dubs Iasi week, 
and by the poor human rights 
record of the pro-Moscow re- 
gime which seized power 10 
months ago. 

Dubs, 58, was killed in cross- 
fire when Afghan police, ignor- 
ing American appeals for res- 
traint, stormed a hold room to 
free him from kidnappers. 

He had been snatched on his 
way to his embassy. 

PoweH said the American 
action arose out of a review 
of America’s relations with 
Afghanistan launched after the 
m Hilary coup in Kabul last 
April. 

Afghanistan had been due to 
receive S14.9 million in Ameri- 
can aid this year and SI 6.9 
million next year.

LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP; — 
Scotland and Wales vote March 
1 on home rule plans that some 
politicians say could lead to the 
eventual breakup of the Uni- 
ted Kingdom or, if they fail 
to pass, bring down Britain’s 
Labor government. 

Scottish and Welsh Nationa- 
lists welcome the referendums, 
but cynics argue they wilt 
produce no more than glorified 
"talking shops” masquerading 
as parliaments, possessing the 
shadow rather than the subs- 
tance of power. 

“Why go on about a potty 
little administrative change?" 
Welsh Labor politician Leo 
Abse asks. “Ail it will do is 
to create a ‘Welsh elite’ in the 
civil service.” Abse opposes 
home rule. 

Even if home rule passes and 
Scottish and Welsh assemblies 


are set up — and pollsters are 
hedging — their powers will 
be limited: 

For die referendums to pass, 
the law says nearly 40 per 
cent of registered voters must 
vote “yes.”

FBI names 2 ex-convicts 
in $5.8m Lufthansa heist 


NEW YORK. Feb. 23 (AP) 
— The record $5.8-miHion Luf- 
thansa holdup at Kennedy Air 
port was planned by two fede- 
ral prisoners, who came and 
went with relative freedom 
from a mid-Manhattan hotel 
where the government housed 
them, H was reported Thurs- 
day. 

As paik of the arrangements 
for the heist, according to an 
FBI affidavit, Lufthansa cargo 
agent Louis Werner was paid 
S300.000 to set up the robbery. 
He is being heid in lieu of SI 
milEon hail. He is one of three 
men arrested thus far in the 
case. 

The two exprisoners named 
in published reports were June* 
“Jimmy the Gent” Burke -and 
Thomas Desimone. 

Burte, 47, was said to 
have had connections with 
Paul Vario. described by police 
as consigliere, or senior advi- 
sor, in the organized crime 
family of Antonio ‘Tony 
Ducks” CoraHo. 


Burke, now on parole on a 
prior federal conviction for 
cargo -.heft, has refused to sub- 
mit to questioning by authori- 
ties. according to police. 

He is not under arrest, al- 
though detectives branded him 
the mastermind of the Luf- 
thansa robbery, largest in the 
history of the United States. 

Desimone, 32, who served 
time with Burke in Atlanta 
penitentiary, was reported 
missing Jan. 14 and is believed 
to have been slain in a falling 
out among the Lufthansa thie- 
ves.

23 (AP) — “Son of Sam" 
killer David Berkowitz said 
Thursday that his claims of 
demonic possession were a 
product of “my wild imagina- 
tion.” 

T feel at peace with my- 
self,” said the 25-year-old man 
serving a 315-year prison term 
for murdering six young peo- 
ple and wounding seven others. 

Berkowitz, in a free-wheeling 
interview, denied his "previous 
tales of satanic possession con- 
tained in letters to police and 
others both before and after his 
guilty plea. He had also said 


that a dog had told him to 
kill. 

“There were no real demons, 
no talking dogs, no satanic 
henchmen.” Berkowitz said. “I 
made it all up via my wild 
imagination so as to find some 
form of justification for my 
criminal acts against society.” 

The murders, the former 
postal clerk said, were “motive- 
, c~- and senseless.” 

The blue-eyed, curly haired 
killer said his “invented” tale 
about demons was an 'effort to 
“cover up a guilty conscience. 

I attached a cause to my. 
actions in order to condone 
them.”

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CAMP DAVID II 

The second round of the Camp David talks js not expected 
to bring about the breakthrough that the three parties are look- 
ing for. At Least not whdt Egypt and '-he United States want. 
Israel knows exactly what it wants and is not going to budge 
unless the United States brings enormous pressure to bear on 
it. which is highly unlikely. Egypt is now c ommi tted to a 
clear- cut link between a separate peace treaty with Israel 
and the future status of the West Bank, not to mention Jeru- 
salem and the Golan Heights and now the Israeli occupation 
of parts of southern Lebanon. 

Israel is adamant in maintaining its occupation of tin* 
Arab territories. After all, this was the whole idea behind the 
1967 war in which Israel captured the three coveted territories 
around it — the Golan in Syria, Sinai and Gaza in Egypt and 
the West Bank including Jerusalem. 

But as the situation stands, the American government is 
in no position to risk an all-out conflict with Israel, not while 
President Garter is hoping to be re-elected in 1980. It is well 
known that the American government and some in Congress 
are scarcely convinced tbat the Can^> David accords are the 
panacea for the region’s ills. They have been rejected by all 
the other Arab states, in varying donees of vehemence. Most 
of Carter's advisors, and nearly all- Middle Eastern specialists 
a* the State Department appear unconvinced that even if the 
accords are signed, there will be peace once more in the Mid- 
dle East. Only a comprehensive peace formula, acceptable 
to the key Arab states and the PLO will stand a chance of 
implementation assuming that Israel will accept it, sign it and 
abide by it. 

Thus the prospects of a Camp David breakthrough are 
bleak, and they may go on to a third and fourth round without 
achieving anything of substance. Unless the basics of the 
Middle East issue are tackled and solve 1, no amour* of 
bilateral negotiations under the auspices of the U.S. will mea- 
sureably advance the cause of peace in the region. 

A COURT INQUIRY 

When there is so much dictatorship around the world, 
summary trials and sham courts to carry out the wishes of 
those in power, the Indian courts look rather bizarre in the 
uniqueness of their independence, fairness and fearless behavior. 
Chis was exemplified recently by a decision of the Chief Jus- 
tice of India, Chandrachud to investigate corruption charges 
against the family members of Prime Minister Morarji Desai. 
notably his controversial sod KantUaL Home Minister ELM. 
Patel told tite Rajya Sabha, the upper house which is fashioned 
after the House of Lords in the U.K., ttet the government 
will order an official inquiry if the chief justice decides there 
are grounds for criminal proceedings. The family of Deputy 
Prime Minister Charan Singh are also to be investigated for 
corruption charges. 

But, unfortunately, the inquiry is to be confined to the 
period which followed Desai's premiership, that is since March 
1977 although reports and rumors of his son’s misdemeanors 
have been rampant for many years. KantUal is 52 and bis 
father has been in public service for over 50 years. But this 
is up to the Indian courts to decide. Suffice it to say that 
tbe Indian judiciary remains one of the country's greatest re- 
sources in addition to its democratic traditions such as par- 
liament and press. Indians, rich and poor, can be confident that 
>he law exists to protect and uphold the principles by which 
they have chosen to live, work and be governed ' 

Granted, there is widespread corruption in public life and 
words like black money are standard phrases is the business 
jargon of the country. Abuse of power is as common a prac- 
tice in India as in other countries. But the fact that even 
the prime minister’s son can be taken to court and investiga- 
ted for corruption publicly and possibly found guilty and 
punished, is sufficient to reassure the mass of population that 
no one will be free from retribution if convicted. 
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Energy crunch ahead

WASHINGTON— 

The shrinking supply of 
world oil is almost certain to 
be felt by most Americans in 
the next few months. 

Gasoline and fuel oil will 
cost more if Iran doesn’t res- 
tore production by summer, 
and. experts predict that's 
doubtful. 

Even before Iranian oil stop- 
ped flowing, gasoline prices 
were expected to jump 9 to 12 
cents a gallon by 1981. 

The oil shortages also could 
produce long lines at gas sta- 
tions, bans on weekend gas 
sales and downtown parking 
restrictions. 

If tbe cutoff remains through 
June, the drain on U.S. oil sup- 
plies would be equivalent to 
the 1973-74 Arab oil embargo, 
according to Energy Secretary 
James Schlesinger. 

The Carter administration 
says voluntary conservation 
could avoid these problems be- 
cause Iran provided only 5 per 
cent of U.S. supplies. 

But the public has been 
skeptical of past calls for con- 
servation. Without a drop in 
demand, policy -makers con- 
cede privately, mandatory con- 
servation measures will probab- 
ly be needed by summer. 

Otherwise, there could be 
fuel shortages and higher home 
beating costs next winter. 

That's because tight world sup 
plies would force companies to 
borrow from inventories to 
meet the summer demand fn* 


gasoline. Normally oil compa- 
nies build up inventories during 
warm-weather mooUhs. 

Looming in the background 
is the Carter administration’s 
“last resort” weapon — gas ra- 
tioning. 

Nobodv seems to want ra- 
tioning. Administration offi- 
cials fear the system would be 
unmanageable and take months., 
to get working They say ra- 
tioning won't be needed unless 
oil supplies are cut by 10 to 12 
per cent. 

Nevertheless, the government 
has about 4.8 billion ration 
coupons stored in Pueblo, 
Colorado, ready to go even 
though officials insist they 
probably won’t be used. The 
coupons were primed hastily 
during the 1973-74 embargo and 
don't have serial numbers 
which makes them easy to 
counterfeit. 

In 1975, Congress ordered en- 
ergy agencies to prepare federal 
standby measures for future 
emergencies. Congress is still 
wajtijqg but the plans now ace 
promised before the end of 
February. 

When the plans finally do 
arrive, Congress will have 60 
days to approve or reject them. 
If tbe administration wanted 
to actually start rationing. 
Congress would have 15 days 
to veto that move. 

Tbe still-secret standy plans 
are expected to include; 

•Bans an weekend gasoline 
sales; 


•Downtown parking restric- 
tions, including control of 
spaces available in private lots; 

•Limits on thermostats in 
commercial and public build- 
ings; 

•Controls on some lighted 
advertisements. 

Iran, once the world's second 
leading oil exporter, supplied 10 
per cent of i he oil used by 
non-communist^countries, or 
from 5 million to 55 million 
barrels a day. 

Part of that lose is being 
made up by increased produc- 
tion from other suppliers, such 
as Saudi Arabia. But the rest 
of the oil demand is being met 
by borrowing from inventories, 
* practice that will eventually 
squeeze future supplies. 

Government energy officials 
say loss at Iranian oil by itself 
won’t cause major problems in 
the United States. But they ack- 
nowledge that trouble lies 
ahead if other producing na- 
tions cut back output and the 
United Skates is required under 
existing international agree- 
ments to share its oil supply 
with friendly nations, such as 
Japan, bard hit by the Iranian 
oil cutoff. 

For the moment, however, 
officials a ift mosflfy concern - 
ed that the public wfli in e£- 
fac*r panic. Tbe public 
can create a crisis almost over- 
night,” said Deputy Energy 
Secretary John F. O’Leary, if 
people begin such practices as 
filling up gas tanks that are only 
half empty.

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The romance of India ’s Fatehpur Siler i

FATEHPUR SIKRI— India 
is full of deserted. romantic 
palaces, but of them all. Fa* 
tehpur Sikri is one of the 
most romantic. It was built in 
die sixteenth century by Akbar, 
the great Moghul Emperor. It 
was the Moghuls who intro- 
duced Islam to India. No ex - 
<perue was spared on the cons - 
. truction and adornment of the 
new cky, but after only 14 
years of occupation it was ab- 
andoned. Hardly damaged by 
die centuries of disuse. Fateh- 
pur Sikri today stands ghostly 
along its low hilltop. 

Hie story goes that Akbar 
was much disturbed by bis 
failure to produce an heir. Al- 
though the Emperor was only 
26 years old, there was no 
guarantee of continuity for 
; royal houses in those uncer- 
tain times other than a strong 
healthy son. 

There lived in the village of 
the Sikri. some 95 kilometers 
southwest of Agra, a certain 
holy man. He was known as 
Sheikh Salim, and Akbar visi- 
ted him for prayers and gui- 
dance on the matter of a 
son. Sheikh Salim prophesied 
that Akbar would be granted

three healthy sons, a prophecy live near him. He gave orders 
which was indeed fulfilled: that a new palace and town 

So impressed was the Em* be buHt at Sikri. henceforth 
peror that he decided to honor renamed Fatehpur (victory) 
the holy man by coming to Sikri. 


In 1571 the hundreds of 
skilled craftsmen attendant 
upon Ak bar's household were 
set to work. They produced a 
great mosque and the elaborate 
series of courtyards and build- 
togs which make, up the ex- 
tensive palace. 

Nothing now 'remains of the 
outer town, but the palace 
comprised a small town within 
itself. Govemmeni offices were 
part of the structure. There 
were quarters for ail sorts of 
officials, and there were also 
workshops for the royal pain- 
ters. The illuminations and 
miniatures produced for the 
Moghul rulers are rightly fa- 
mous: It was at Fatehpur Sikri 
that an organized team of 
painters was first brought to- 
gether. 


it was here too that Akbar 
first commissioned detailed re- 
cords io be kept, not only of 
important deeds and conquests 
and laws, but also of the hum- 
blest and most trivial business 
of the palace. Historians have 
been delighted to learn ot the 
Regulations for oiling Camels 
and injecting Oil into their 
Nostrils. Or, in a record of alt

of the household, this vivid 
description of a holy man — 
“who has for 10 years in an 
unnoticed comer been gather- 
ing happiness on an old oat.** 

Akbar also held his famous 
religious disputations at Fateh- 
pur Sikri. He would invite re- 
presentatives of different reli- 
gious persuasions, including 
even Portuguese Jesuits from 
Goa, to sit and dispute in his 
presence. This was a gesture of 
great imagination, but the Em- 
peror was distressed to find 
that the sessions proved to be 
all too literally disputes, rather 
than calm and lofty discus- 
sions. 

But while ait this teeming 
palace life can now only lie 
brought to life by the imagi- 
nation. there continues today 
as Fatehpur Sikri a very real 
life, and that is the life of the 
mosque. 

The great Friday Mosque is, 
like the palace which it ad- 
joins. built of the local red 
sandstone. This stone is inci- 
dentally in some ways an un- 
fortunate material, at least to 
European eyes. The effect it 
produces is aH too like that of 

dark red brick, synonymous 
with a certain heavy style of 
nineteenth century architecture. 
However, the noble and vast 
space of che inner courtyard 
produces a lightening effect, 
while the central ablutions 
pool, with a great shady tree 
beside, further adorns the site. 

Tbe jewel of the mosque is 
the carved white marble tomb 
of the holy Sheikfa Salim Chi' 
shti. This lovely building, 
whose vrfiite marble facing and 
decoration were contributed by 
Akbar’s grandson, Shah Johan, 
stands free within the court- 
yard. A constant stream of pil- 
grims flows in and out of it. 
A trio of drummersingers was 
established there at the time 
of this writer’s visit. Under the 
deep eaves a series of fine 
marble fretwork screens sur- 
rounds the tomb within the 
building. The tomb itself is 
yeHow and shiny by the touch 
of the faithful fingers of 400 
years. Flowers are scattered on 
it and tbe surrounding mar 


ble floor. MuHahs reading the 
Holy Quran are in constant 
attendance. 

The pilgrims are of aH kinds.

SAN FRANCISCO. -

enf're city was covered by a 
network of streetcar fines. 

So when other major cities, 
■such as Los Angeles, began in 
the post-war period to aban- 
don ■ streetcars in favor of die- 
sel-powered buses and private 
automobiles. San Francisco 
stubbornly dung to its colorful, 
electrically powered ttoifes. 

Pressure from planners who 
said streetcars were inflexible 
for a mushrooming population 
made some inroads and many 
of (he ciiy's streetcar lines sub- 


sequently were converted to 
bus routes. ... / 

. But a basic' streetcar 'network 
was retained — five lines con- 
verging onto one of the coun- 
try's best known thorough- 
fares— Market Street, where 
'he sight of streetcars rumb- 
ling to and from the Ferry 
Budding became almost as 
much as part of the San Fran- 
cisco scene as Chinatown and 
the Golden .Gate Bridge. 

Now, however, that is about 
to change. The San Francisco 
streetcar system is soon to en- 
ter the space age. with deck — 
and expensive — light rail vehi- 
cles that can zip along at 
speeds up to SO mph id a sub- 
way ihat runs the length of 
Market Street from the Em- 
Harcadcro to Twin Peaks.

But Rino Be*, 
manager of the municipal rail- 
ways transit improvement pro- 
gram. is making no promises. 

Tm not jrcvng to give you 
a snow job and say every- 
thing's going to be great," he 
said. “We’ve still got some 
things to icon out.” 

One of the major problems 
Be : and his colleagues must 

deaf with is a public relation* 
one. 

Recent reports here indi- 
care that the new cars will run 
less frequently than the old 
one* hecause of turnaround 
problems at the foot of Market 
Street, which, in turn, might 
necessitate another excavation 
of Lower Market Street to 
build a loop.

A critic of the new system, 
travel a pent Maurice H. Kle- 
bolt. said he is a firm belie- 
ver in exposing transit sys- 
tem* to the community, not 
hidme them underground.

ington. 

Senate unit links 
ties with Peking 
to Taiwan safety 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 
<AP) — The Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee voted un- 
animous approval Thursday of 
a Taiwan security bitl which 
declares that continued U-S. 
recognition of the Peking gov- 
ernment depends upon a peace' 
fud approach by China toward 
Taiwan. 

The committee accepted com - 
promise wording which declares 
that a threatened attack by tbe 
mainland against Taiwan would 
be “of grave concern to ihe 
United States." 

The issue is expected to stir 
a fresh fight when the China 
bill reaches the floor of the 
Senate, 


He indicated the new mea- 
sures were at least partly con- 
nected to the case of William 
Kampdes, a former CIA em- 
ployee convicted in December 
of selling a top-secret satellite 
plan to the Soviet Union. 

Hetu would not give details 
or exact numbers, but said 
fewer than 10 employees 
were reprimanded under new 
measures aimed at finding pos- 
sible security violators. 

The “New York Times” re- 
ported Friday that the mea- 
sures also had contributed to 
a wave of voluntary departur- 
es at tbe CIA “amid renewed 
reports that morale there had 
plummeted." 

Hetu agreed that retirements 
rose tost year at the CIA and 
that as many as 200 middle 
and senior-level officials chose 
early retirement last month. 

But he «akJ the bunching of 
retirements in January occur- 
red because of government rul- 
es making that timing finan- 
cially advantageous and not that 
morale was low at CIA. “WeYe 
not going to dose up shop,” 
he said. 

CIA retirements lost year — 
last month’s retirees are coun- 
ted in 1978 figures under the 
federal computation system — 
totaled about 90 more than in 
1977, an morease of 15 percent 
to 20 percent, he said The 
agency keeps secret the total 
number of people it employs. 


“I’m sure that among those 
90 there were some who had 
some resentment about various 
things, but you’d have that 
anywhere,” he said. 

Hetu said Ihe retirements 
“were not unexpected and were 
for good reasons ” one of 
which was what he called the 
“end of a generation at CTA.”
